JERUSALEM—After months

Communist party, the Israel Parliament voted this week to make 
a complete investigation of Communist activities in the Jewish 


State. 


The decision followed a demand by Twefik Toubi, an Arab Red,

Rabbi Breger explained that during his service at 


PAdshei Israel he had always felt that in order to 


Promote Kashruth, the problem would have to be 
kled from the economic angle. 
‘For the last ten years, the congregation has 


been paying a considerable part of the salary of the 
schochet (ritual slaughterer), with the rest of the 
salary being paid by the butchers. The entire sal- 
ary of the mashgiach (kashrut inspector) has been 
paid by the congregation. 

Rabbi Breger said he hoped to persuade his con- 
gregation to pay the entire salary of the schochet. 

Asked on what basis he believed that price dif- 
ferentials alone kept many Jewish families from 
buying kosher meat, Rabbi Breger said that “we 
got the impression from many conversations we 
had with people, especially young couples.” 

He said he did not care to hazard a guess as to 
the number of Jewish families it was hoped the 
program would attract as steady kosher meat 
buyers. 

The rabbi said that no definite sum had been set 
aside by the congregation for the program, other 
than the existing payments for the schochet and 
the mashgiach, 


A three-months trial period, which will end in March 
was chosen because of the tourist season. Rabbi 
Breger said that he hoped that the program might 
induce visitors to start buying kosher meats and 
possibly carry the idea back to their Jewish com- 
munities. 

The Arizona Jewish POST, the local Anglo-Jewish 
weekly, reported that the butchers were skeptical 
about the program. Rabbi Breger said that he had 
been informed by the butchers that they had not 
made any such statements to the local weekly. 


Rabbi Breger said that no significant reports were 
yet available on the effectiveness of the program. 

Another factor, he said, was the absence of a state 
Kashrut law, though there is now a bill pending in 
the Arizona legislature. 

“We will be in a much stronger position later on 
when the pending bill will, as I hope, be adopted 
by our state legislature,” he said,

RELIGIOUS BLOC WINS FIGHT ON | 
EDUCATION OF CHILD REFUGEES 


JERUSALEM—The long-drawn 
out struggle in the Israeli cabinet 
over religious education ended 


this week in a victory for the 
Religious Bloc. 
The Labor-dominated Govern- 


ment yielded to both major de- 
mands of the Religious Bloc. The 
Government agreed to introduce 
compulsory religious education 
for all children in the immigrant 
camps and also that such educa- 
tion should be under jurisdiction 
of the Mizrachi religious Zionists 
and of the Augudath Israel, an 
ultra-Orthodox group. 

The agreement ended a _ two- 
week boycott of the cabinet by 
the Religious Bloc, whose three 
members refused to attend meet- 
ings. 

FIGHT ON BOYCOTT 

Previously, Prime Minister Da- 
vid Ben-Gurion had contended be- 
fore the Knesset (Parliament) 
that ministers who wilfully ab- 
editorial said that “the man who 
knows the Lord’s will on prohi- 
bition, divorce or Zionism cannot 
im good conscience take less or 
examine the situation from other 
viewpoints.” 

“The successful activities of the 
Zionist lobby in Washington have 
not won our Government the 
goodwill of Mohammedan nations 
whose friendship the United 
States should have encouraged;

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Jewish War Orphans Kidnapped After Return to Relatives 


LONDON—Several Jewish war orphans who had 
been turned over to Jewish guardians after lengthy 
legal fights in Dutch courts have been kidnapped and 
returned to non-Jewish families with all traces of 
them being lost, it was asserted last week. 

The London Commission on the Status of Jewish 
War Orphans listed the cases in a statement to the 
Jewish CHRONICLE of London. 

The disclosures followed an appeal to world Jew- 
ry to come to the aid of Dutch Jews who have ad- 
mitted they are losing their fight to prevent con- 
version to Christianity of the child survivors of Hit- 
ler’s storm. 

The commission said that it was only in rare cases 
that the Dutch courts have accepted demands of 
Jewish organizations that the children be removed 
from non-Jewish homes where they had been shel- 
tered. 

One case reported as typical by the commission 
was that of nine-year-old Anneke Beckman, orphan 
of Orthodox Jews who lived during the war with 
two elderly non-Jewish women. 

After the war Jewish relatives claimed Anneke 
and the OPK, the official Dutch War Orphan's Com- 


mission, upheld their claim. The child was brought 
to her relatives but was kidnapped after -a few 
days. The two old women were arrested but refused 
to disclose the whereabouts of the child. In the 10 
months since the kidnapping, all efforts to find An- 
neke have been without result. 

Another case was that of seven-year-old Rebecca 
Melhado, child of DutchPortugese parents. Rebec- 
ca’s mother left the child with a non-Jewish foster- 
mother. After the war, Jewish relatives claimed 
Rebecca and the claim was upheld by the OPK. 

On her way to school shortly afterwards, Rebec- 
ca was kidnapped. The foster-mother was arrested 
and jailed for six months but refused to disclose the 
whereabouts of the child. She is still missing. 

The commission reported that in other cases, 
where such claims were involved, the Dutch courts 
had ruled “against the principles of decency and hu- 
manity.” 

Typical of this class was the story of Rosetta van 
der Kaers “who has struggled in vain to regain pos- 
session of her child.” 

The mother was persecuted by the Nazis and sent 
to a concentration camp after her husband was kill- 


ed in the war. 

“A Dutch judge refused to give her possession of 
her daughter, Eva, on grounds that the welfare of 
the child would be impaired by the nervous indis, 
position of the mother brought about by her syf. 
ferings,” the commission reported. 

The commission said that the welfare of the 
child is not always the prime concern of Dutch 
courts, citing the case of eight-year-old Carla Belip. 
fante, whose foster-father owns a cafe frequentely 
by prostitutes and similar characters in Amsterdam 
“yet the OPK refuses to hand over the child to Jew. 
ish relatives.” 

The commission said that in cases where the child 
has been baptized by its foster-parents, the courts 
flatly refuse to consider claims by Jewish relatives, 
The courts in such cases have ruled that there can 
be no question of.a child being forcibly separated 
from its religion and its relatives ‘“‘since it no longer 
belongs to the Jewish faith.” 

The commission said that of 2,162 Jewish war or. 
phans in Holland, some 400 have been awarded to 
non-Jewish guardians, while the cases of 200 more.

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Frisch Admits Tough Time Starting 
Plan To Democratize U. S. Jewry

xenw YORK—The text of the 


address of Daniel Frisch, presi- 
dent of the Zionist Organization 
of America, to the national ad- 
ministrative council of the ZOA 
Feb. 5 revealed that the ZOA is 
pushing ahead on Frisch’s pro- 
gram for the U. 8. Jewish domes- 
tic scene, particularly on the 
task of the democratization of 
the U. S. Jewish community. The 
pertinent portions of the text of 
Frisch’s speech, ‘which helped 
him win a unanimous endorse- 
ment of his eight months as pre- 
sident, are presented below. 


oe 
On the American scene we are 
taking our first steps in the 


direction of the implementation 
of our plans. 

The ZOA National Education 
Commission, after grappling with 
a problem which has grown 
acute with two generations of 
neglect, is finding its way into 
the Jewish communities of the 
United States via the Zionist re- 
gions and districts. The forth- 
conting issue of the New Pales- 
tine contains a four-page Jewish 
Education Supplement which, in 
addition to throwing a new light 
on various aspects of the prob- 
lem of Jewish education, points 
to a solution in terms of practi- 
cal application of tested methods 
to the treatment of local needs. 
Simultaneously a questionnaire 
is being prepared for use in the 
field by Zionist keymen through- 
out the country to ascertain the 
salient facts that would enable 
our Education Commission to 
make further progress along the 
road of a Jewish educational re- 
nascence in this country. If the 
work of our National Education 
Commission, which has brought 
together the best minds of Jew- 
ish Education in America today, 
seems a bit too slow for us, I beg 
you to bear in mind that we are 
dealing With an issue in which 
must be reconciled and orches- 
trated the views and the inter- 
ests not only of all the elements 
within the Zionist Organization 
of America but also of many 
forces comprising large sections 
of American Jewry. And while 
it is true that the Jewish future 
in this country depends very 
largely on the race between ef- 
fective survivalist Jewish educa- 
tion and assimilationist catas- 
trophe, it is also true that, in a 
complicated and highly delicate 
situation such as this, it is best 
to make haste slowly. 

As an illustration of our cau- 
tious but sound approach to edu- 
cational problems, let me cite 
two projects which we have been 
preparing for some time and 
Which we will soon be ready to 
launch. Thus we have arranged 
for a Seminar to take place un- 
der Z.0.A. auspices this summer 
at Magdiel, Israel, and to be at- 
tended by twenty-five young men 


and women from the United 
States. Simultaneously we shall 
operate on the home front, in 
conjunction with Hadassah and 
Plugat Aliyah, an American 
seminar on the Chalutz Farm 
which we hope to make one of 
the glories of General Zionism. 
We are determined to do a great 
job on Chalutziut; we have never 
differed on the aim, only on 
methods. 


The Democratization of the 
Jewish Community of America 
has vexed me no end, and I can 
report that since I have broached 
our plan for the democratized 
Jewish Community Councils and 
Jewish Welfare Funds through- 
out the country, it has vexed 
others just as well. I need hard- 
ly tell you that American Jewry 
in general and American Zionism 
in particular cannot expect to 
find favorable conditions for its 
development unless and until the 
Jewish community of America is 
based upon democracy and gov- 
erned democratically. If Ameri- 
can Jewry is ever to assume its 
role as the greatest outpost of 
Jewish survival and of Jewish 
creativity outside the borders of 
Israel, it must find that happy 
medium between a_ benevolent 
oligarchy and the indifferent in- 
choate mass, both of which are 
the bane of our Jewish existence 
in America today. I have taken 
time to search for the chairman 
and the membership of the Com- 
mission on the Democratization 
ef the Jewish Community in 
America that would be adequate 
to the vast far-reaching problem 
confronting us on the American 
scene. And I am free to confess 
that I am meeting with great 
difficulties on this score. I hope, 
however, to be able to announce 
the appointment of this Commis- 
sion soon. Meanwhile the ground- 
work is being laid in many com- 
munities throughout the land 
through the collection of detailed 
information bearing on the struc- 
ture and the leadership of the 
Jewish Community Councils and 
the Jewish Welfare Funds. When 
this work is done it will give us 
the clearest. picture yet obtained 
of the inner workings of Jewish 
community life in the United 
States, pointing the way to new- 
er and more improved methods 
of coping with the problem. 

I am glad to be able to report 
on the beginnings of still another 
implementation of one of our 
plans dealing both with Israel 
and the American scene. 

We are about ready to open a 
new service in many leading 
cities throughout the United 
States, giving general informa- 
tion to the public, as well as spe- 
cial information to keymen, both 
Jewish and non-Jewish, about Is- 
rael, its economy and Its politics; 
its population and its culture; its 


_too ambitious. 


communitations, exports and im- 
ports, private investment oppor- 
tunities and the like. To carry 
out this task the ZOA Israel In- 
formation Service at our national 
headquarters has amassed and 
classified a tremendous amount 
of material about every aspect 
of life in Israel, which it will 
soon be ready to supply to our 
outlets, which are our Zionist dis- 
tricts in the cities and towns in 
the United. States. Contact has 
already been made with the re- 
gions and districts asking them 
to appoint -special information 
chairmen for the local communi- 
ties. Wherever a district has no 
Zionist center of its own, it is 
understood that arrangements 
will be made by the district in- 
formation chairman to service 
the community from YMHA, a 
Synagogue or any other Jewish 
community agency best adapted 
for the task. In this way the 
Zionist Organization of America 
hopes to be able to add still an- 
other instrumentality with which 
to serve both American Jewry 
and Israel without the red tape 
which usually characterizes so 
many of our information agen- 
cies. 

All these, I realize, are but ini- 
tial steps towards the implemen- 
tation of our program which we 
adopted at the beginning of this 
administration. It has been 
charged against me—sincerely, I 
venture to say—that I had under- 
taken too much; that Frisch was 
My answer has 
been and is that only when you 
define your goals, can you take 
appropriate steps towards them. 
We have never intended to fly 
to these goals in one great sweep- 
ing movement. We have meant 
to tread the path towards them 
Step by step; I am satisfied that 
the first steps are now being 
taken.

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Menuhin’s Father Says DAY 
Distorted Defence Of His Son

with a charge that a statement defending his son’s record as a 
faithful Jew had been completely distorted by the newspaper. 
The debate began when M. Danzis, editor of the DAY, pub- 


lished a feajure in its Dec. 6, 1949 
issue, which outlined a series of 
charges against 
the world-famous 
violinist. 

In a scorching 
letter from the 3 
elder Menuhin, * 
which was re- 
leased also to the 
Anglo - Jewish 
press, the article 4 
was denounced ™ aie 
as a “three-year- MENUHIN 
old smear and whispering cam- 
paign” against the violinist. 

In his reply to the DAY article, 
the elder Menuhin accused the 
newspaper of “shameless, mali- 
cious and irresponsible defama- 
tion” of the violinist and listed a 
series of point-by-point refutation 
of charges. 

The reply also contined a state- 
ment by the violinist, the first he 
has ever made, replying to his 
detractors with a long list of 
services to Jewish causes, includ- 
ing a projected series of six con- 
certs in Israel. (NJP Feb. 3). 

The elder Menuhin was asked 
what treatment his reply had re- 
ceived in the DAY. 

SOME TREATMENT 

“In answer to your inquiry 
whether Mr. Danzis of the DAY 
has printed our answer, I can 
now definitely say that he did 
not,” he said in a statement to 
THE POST. 

He said that the DAY in its 
Feb. 14 issue prihted an article, 
entitled “The Menuhins Excuse 
Themselves.” 

“Danzis makes a free, very free 
translation of some of the pass- 
ages in my letter, skips the most 
important facts and answers, 
precedes by a column and a half 
a long introduction, ends it up 
with another long half column of 
his diatribes, and yet dishonestly 
conveys to his most innocent read- 
ers that he ‘gives here the an- 
swers of both the Menuhins. “He 
used and abused the material in 
the answer.” 

The violinist’s father said that 
in the handling of the reply, Dan- 
zis repeated the charge that 
“Menuhin played for the mur- 
derers of his people, the Ger- 
mans.” 

SKIPPED DEFENSE 

Menuhin said that Danzis “de- 
liberately skipped the passages 
wherein my answer informs his 
readers that the rabbi of Berlin, 
Rabbi Schwarzschild, served on 
the committee which arranged the 
Berlin benefit concerts.” 





He also said that the DAY’s 


version of his reply ignored pass- 
ages pointing out that two of his 
son’s concerts were for Jewish 
benefits and that four others were 
for the benefit of the Free Uni- 
versity of Germany, for anti-Nazi 
German survivors of the concen- 
tration camps: and for polio vic. 
tims. 

The elder Menuhin said he was 
glad he had distributed his reply 
to the Yiddish and Jewish press. 

He said he had received letters 
from Jews in many parts of the 
world and quoted one as Stating 
that “If Mr. Danzis has any 
shame in him, he will completely 
retract his currilous articles he 
has written about Yehudi Menu- 
hin.” 


YIVO Faces Death; 
No Welfare Fund Aid

NEW YORK—The existence of 
the Yiddish Scientific Institute 
(YIVO) is threatened because a 
number of local welfare funds 
are refusing to support it, dele- 
zates to the 25th annual convent- 
ion were told this week. 

Max Weinrich, YIVO director, 
said that last year the institute 
received only 40 per cent of its 
required $450,000 annual budget. 
He said that as a result, many re- 
search projects had to be aband- 
oned and key workers dismissed.

AT THE TIME THE NOVEL came out, the story was widely 
-pruited about that the heroine was based on the character of a 
real person, one Rebecca Gratz of Philadelphia. Miss Gratz’s good 
friend, Washington Irving, no mean writer himself, had stopped in 
to visit Scott during a trip to Europe, and during the conversation, 
had described something of the personality and life of the real 
Rebecca. Scott was supposed to have become entranced by her 
story and proceeded from there. 

In a friend’s bookshelf I ran across the biography “Rebecca 
Gratz,” by Rollin G. Osterweis, published in 1935 by G. P. Putnams 
Sons, and I can report that the fictional Rebecca can’t touch her 
real life counterpart for dramatic self-renunciation. 

If Scott’s Rebecca preferred to forego normal wedded life with 
loving husband and children, which her great beauty and character 
could certainly have obtained for her, it was her own affair. Ivan- 
hoe may have been solicitous and kind and even risked his life 
for her, but he never led her to believe even for a minute that their 
relationship was other than impersonal.

ON THE OTHER HAND, the real-life Rebecca had a part in 
a saga of love that was obviously mutually shared. Even after 
she decided there could be no future in the affair, since she and 
the loved one were of different religious faith, her young man 
(and he was a handsome, well-bred suitor) refused for several 
years to give up hope. 

When he finally did marry, though his married life was happy 
and fruitful, his wife was well acquainted with his deep regard 
for Rebecca. She took their children—and later, their grandchildren 
—once each month to visit Rebecca. And when her former suitor 
died, Rebecca came and “remained an hour. When she came out, 
she left three white roses on his breast and her miniature on his 
heart.”

Remove cake from oven, invert pan, 
and let cake cool for a few hours. Remove cake from pan. Cover 
with boiled frosting, and top with freshly grated coconut.

@ connection with last week’s editorial on 
the forthcoming meeting of the Supreme 
Grand Lodge of B’nai B'rith, and the need for 
the Order to develop new projects, The POST 
wants to discuss the possibilities for an organ- 
ization like B’nai B'rith in the field of adult 
Jewish education. 

Off and on, lodges and districts have devoted 
time and money to adult Jewish education, but 
so difficult was the work and so niggardly the 
response that these efforts never lasted more 
than a few years, if that long. 

But more than 10 years ago, the Louisville 
lodge of B’nai B’rith sponsored an adult edu- 
cation institute for the entire city at the 
YMHA there which was so successful it sur- 
prised the community. 

Last summer at Wildacres, high in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains, the B’nai B’rith of North 
Carolina sponsored its second annual institute, 
which this year has already won imitators in 
places as far distant as Pasadena, Calif., and 
New York City, to name only two. 

Adult Jewish education offers many difficul- 
ties for any group. It is not as enticing as 
canasta or bowling. It presents a challenge 
which few organizations are willing to accept. 

But times have changed and the Jewish com- 


munity which a few years ago may not have 
been ready for a nation-wide system of insti- 
tutes, study groups and regular winter courses, 
today may be ripe for just such efforts. Just 
as the dangers of failure are great, so will the 
rewards be great. 

To the organization then that accepts the 
challange—and the more the merrier—will 
come recognition that will win it a major place 
in the American Jewish community. 


The Jewish group has matured to the point 
today where it no longer bestows its attention 
and interest and money on defense work 
against the anti-Semite. The Jewish commu- 
nity is waiting for a positive program. On 
such a-program, the American Jewish Con- 
gress has raised itself from a weak third part- 
ner in the civic defense field, to the leading 
agency in that area. 


The B'nai B’rith with its vast membership 
and its tradition and loyalties is just the or- 
ganization to undertake this task. The POST 
hopes that the B’nai B'rith will not ignore the 
knock at its door. The Order is at the cross- 
roads and the decisions it makes now will be 
crucial to its future. Let the B’nai B’rith make 
the right decision. 


National Jewish Agencies Desecrating the Sabbath 


United Jewish Appeal is the worst of- 
fender when it comes to observance of the 
Sabbath at national conventions is accurate. 
It is good to see a rabbi with courage enough 
to speak out. Every national convention which 
is an offender in this respect draws tens if 
not hundreds of rabbis who could have pro- 
tested long enough and hard enough, so that 
sooner or later the organizations of which they 
were members would have yielded.

Current Comment 


The theory of Dr. Immanuel Velikovsky’s 
article in Harpers, “The Day the Sun Stood 
Still,” may or may not be true, but it amaz- 
ingly fits the Biblical story of the exodus of 
the Jews from Egypt, says Rabbi Eugene J. 
Sack of Congregation Beth Elohim, Brooklyn— 
“The Day the Sun Stood Still,” is the lead 
article in last month’s “Harpers” Magazine. 
This pulg stopping article is a resume of Dr. 
Immanuel Velikovsky’s forthcoming book, 
“World’s in Collision.” Either Velikovsky is a 
charlatan with an “amazing story” imagination 
or he may one day be ranked with those other 
two Jews of the Twentieth Century—Freud 
and Einstein. For Dr. Velikovsky says that the 
sun DID stand still about the time the Bible 
says it did (in the Book of Joshua) and that 
the waters DID part while the children of Is- 
rael passed on dry land, and the pursuing 
Egyptians WERE drowned; that the rivers ran 
blood-red in Egypt in the days of Moses and 
Pharoah—that mannah dropped from heaven 
and the children of Israel actually followed 
“a pillar of cloud by day and a pillar of fire 
by night”—all of this contrary to Newton’s 
laws of gravitation, but in accordance with 
Einstein’s Unified Field Theory. 


All of us know that there is a remote chance 
that some day by chance a comet or travelling 
star might crash into the earth and destroy it. 
But Velikovsky maintains that it almost hap- 
pened “when it came to pass at Midnight” on 
the 14th of Nisan, when the Jews were about 
to leave Egypt that a massive comet which 
had detached itself from the planet of Jupiter 
came to near to the earth that the night was 
turned to day, forests burned, large moun- 
tains were thrust up, earthquakes and tidal 
waves convulsed the globe. For a few days the 
comet was stopped. Had it come any closer 
the earth would have been consumed. During 
these days the Children of Israel travelled to 
the Red Sea. As the Egyptians took up the 
pursuit a gigantic storm took place in the 
comet itself—between its head and its tail (the 
head was the brilliant molten globe of the 
main mass—the tail made up of gases and 


meteorites). At the height of the electrical 


storm in the comet, the Red Sea was with- 
drawn from its bed as a tide. The Children of 
Israel went through. Then the tail.of the 
comet fell in toward the earth, and the fiery 
ball began to recede. At that moment the 
tidal waters were released and flooded over the 
pursuing Egyptians. 

Writes Dr. Velikovsky—“All peoples and na- 
tions were blasted by the same fire and shat- 
tered in the same fury. The tribes of Israel on 
the shore of a sea found in this annihilation 
their salvation from bondage. They escaped 
destruction, but their oppressors perished be- 
fore their eyes. They extolled their Creator, 
took upon themselves the burden of moral 
rule, and considered themselves chosen for a 
great destiny.” 

Incidentally, the head of that comet, accord- 
ing to Velikovsky, wandered off, then estab- 
lished itself and is today the brightest star in 
our skies, the planet Venus. 


Who is this Velikovsky? Born in Vitebsk, 
Russia—1895, In Russia he studied law, econ- 
omics, history, in Edinburgh National History, 
in Berlin biology—Medicine, Medical Law and 
received his M.D. in Moscow. He helped found 
the Jewish University in Jerusalem. He 
studied psycho-analysis and brain function in 
Munich and Vienna with Bleuler, Stehel and 
Adler. In 1939 he came to this country. 


Oh yes, he is a Jew. Perhaps that’s just an 
accident. But how is it that with two billion 
people on earth and only a few million Jews— 
every single one of them—Freud, Einstein, 
Valikovsky is a Jew? Maybe it just happened. 
Or maybe God really did speak out of the 
thundercloud at the Holy Mountain: 

“Ye have seen what I did unto the Egyp- 
tians, and how I bore you on eagle’s wings, 
and brought you unto Myself. Now therefore, 
if ye will hearken unto My voice indeed, and 
keep My covenant then Ye shall be Mine own 
treasure from among all peoples; and ye shall 
be unto Me a kingdom of priests, and a holy 
people.” 

And maybe He is with us yet—if we would 
hearken unto His voice.

THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 


IN ALL THE time I have been 
publishing a paper, very few 
items in it have created as much 
comment as that aroused by this 
“chair” in reporting on Dr. 
Shlomo Bardin’s work in revi- 
sion of the Bar Mitzvah cere- 
mony. 

From practically every part of 
the nation the requests have 
come in for free copies of the 
Bar Mitzvah brochure Dr. Bar- 
din prepared for his Brandeis 
camps. I have word from Dr. 
Bardin’s office that he is getting 
up a new and more comprehen- 
sive brochure. I have an idea 
that he’s going to do that partly 
because of the overwhelming 
number of requests has exhaust- 
ed his supply. 

Dr. Bardin has not sent me the 
Havdalah service used at the 
camp but since the Havdalah ser- 
vice (leave-taking of the Sab- 
bath) is comparatively unknown 
in the American Jewish commun- 
ity, many of you may not be in- 
terested in it. Still, it’s available 
if you’d like to have it and will 
write to me. 

The letters asking for copies 
of Dr. Bardin’s renovation of the 
Bar Mitzvah ceremony continue 
to arrive daily. They total to a 
striking picture of the stirrings 
oi the Jewish community seeking 
to find itself religiously. A typi- 
cal Jetter reads: “In your ‘Edi- 
tor’s Chair’ of last week, I read 
your description of the Bar Mitz- 
vah ceremony which Dr. Shlomo 
Bardin has worked out. It im- 
pressed me so much ,that I feel 
if I could have a copy or two of 
this booklet, it would make a bet- 
ter impression on the boy and 
the community as a whole.” That 
one is from Rabbi Solomon Segal 
of Fargo, N. D.

So you see what I mean. There 
must be tremendous interest or 
else there wouldn’t have been this 
kind of response. 

Which brings me to the several 
Editor’s Chairs I have written 
recently on experimenting with 
services to make them more 
meaningful and bring back to 
them the vitality and restore 
them to the place occupied by 
services for our people in olden 
days. I have a letter from Rabbi 
Ahron Opher, now of Paterson, 
N. J., in which he describes in 
detail.many of the experiments 
he made and then writes that he 
has come to the conclusion that 
this type of service is good only 
a3 an occasitional variation from 
the “established mode of wor- 
ship.” 

Rabbi Opher’s experimentation 
was on a wide scale and here 
are some of the things he tried to 
do: 

1. To bridge the gap between 
the ritual and the sermon by 
centering the liturgy upon one 
theme. 

2. To present a concept of the- 
ology consonant with contempor- 
ary thinking by minimizing the 














anthropomorphic character of 
prayer. 

3. To increase congregationa] 
participation in the worship ey, 
perience by introducing new 
forms of congregational rea 
and responsive chants in English, 

4. To make the liturgy itselg 
bear a message relevant to the 
needs and aspirations of the peo. 
ple by introducing religions ey. 
pressions of contemporary think. 
ers and poets. 

5. Thereby also to make acces. 
sible to the American congrega. 
tion the great spiritual heritage 
of our people, not through sey. 
mons alone, but through direct 
and intimate familiarity with our 
great thinkers and poets. 

6. To give greater spontaneity 
to the worship experience 
through original prayer and ethi- 
cal expressions. 

7. To make the worship experi. 
ence more stimulating and inter. 
esting by introducing varied 
musical renditions, choral read. 
ings, chanting and _ occasional 
additional instrumental music of 
violin, cello, or flute. For this 
purpose also the sermon is ex. 
perimented with, sometimes tak. 
ing the form of a round table 
discussion, a symposium or 4a 
question and answer presenta. 
tion. 

All I can say is that perhaps 
the attitude of the Congregation 
Rabbi Opher was serving at that 
time was not appropriate. Or it 
may be that the experimentation 
will have to be made by the laity, 
with the rabbi on the sidelines

ABBATH “T’tsaveh” (Exodus 

XXVII 20 - XXX 10). After 
the instructions as to the build. 
ing of the Sanctuary and _ the 
rites to be held within, Moses re 
ceives directions concerning the 
men who are to serve as priests, 
That sacred office was reserved 
for Aaron, his descendants and 
his family. Their garments, worn 
in the sanctuary, had §piritual 
significance and are described. 
We hear about the Ephod, the 
breast plate, the robe and the 
Mitre. Their purpose is “Holiness 
unto the Lord.” They are assigned 
to the High Priest. This portion 
‘s important as a code of sacri 
fices and their meaning. It tells 
us about the sacred oil in the 
lamps of the Sanctuary and the 
incense offered therein. According 
to Ps. XCLI 10 it had a symbolic 
significance for prayer. The rabbis 
later explained that the Hebrew 
word for incense (K’tores) is an 
abbreviation of four other words, 
which are the prerequisites for 
honest prayer: Holiness (K’dwu 
sha), purity(T’hora), pity (Rach 
amin) and hope (sikvoh).

ORTHODOX RABBI ASKS COMON: 


WHERE DO REFORM JEWS GO FROM HERE? 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
I should like to comment on 
Dr. Cohon’s reply to Rabbi 
Tabak. He counters by asking 
why Orthodoxy was not able to 
hold either himself or the mem- 
bers of his congregation. I should 
like to refer Dr. Cohon to the in- 
troduction of Rabbi Saadiah 
Gaon to his “Beliefs and Opin- 
ions” where the Gaon describes 
the origin and causes of error 
and points out very correctly 
that many considerations other 
than logic and reason usually in- 
fluence a man’s decisions. 


I am sure Dr. Cohon is familiar 
with people who left Orthodoxy 
because of some unpleasant ex- 
perience in the home or in some 
primitive Hebrew School. In all 
of these cases the factor was one 
of personality but the distaste 
thus engendered was wrongly 
transferred to’ the ideals and 
practices of Orthodoxy which 
were never really involved and 
never fairly presented to these 
Jews. 


Of course many of our people 
gravitate to Conservative and Re- 
form Judaism. Why not—when 
Dr. Cohon offers such a simple, 
convenient and easy Judaism. 
But it was ever thus. Even the 
Hebrew Prophets of old were not 
able to hold many of our people 
when confronted by the attrac- 
tions of Canaanite idolotry. Was 
the fault with the ethics of the 
Prophets? Was the fault with 
the faith of the Maccabees when 
so many Jews followed the sec- 
uiarist trend of the Hellenists? 
It is high time we exploded the 
myth which would use mass pop- 
ularity as the criteria of the 
worth and validity of a religious 
creed. Orthodoxy has passed the 
test to the satisfaction of those 
of us who are really concerned 
for its welfare. We are holding 
American born and bred youth 
who are introduced to Tradition- 
al Judaism through our growing 
network of Hebrew Day Schools.

Israel Won't Return 


German Church Estates 


GENEVA—Israel intends to re- 
store all religious property now 
in her custody except that of 
German origin, the Jewish State 
informed the United Nations this 
week, Since it regards it as enemy 
property. 

The statement was made in re- 
ply to a suggestion from the 
United States that all religious 
property in Jerusalem be returned 
to its owners as of last Sept. 1. 

Aubrey Eban, permanent Israel 
delegate to the UN, said that such 
action in respect to German 
property would be “abhorent to 
world opinion and contrary to the 
United Nations charter.” 

Eban also mentioned a U.S. law 
which bans the return of enemy 
property taken over during the 
war by the U.S. Government. 

A substantial quantity of Lu- 
theran property in Jerusalem was 
actually or nominally owned by

Three Million Dunams 

TEL AVIV—lIsrael’s afforesta- 
tion scheme envisaged by the 
Jewish National Fund and the 
Government’s national develop- 
ment plan involves 3,000,000 
duams now uncultivable, chiefly 
in the hill districts, the coastal 
plain and the Negev. 

In the Northern Negev, an ex- 
tended avenue of trees will be 
planted to reduce wind velocity 
and mitigate wind erosion. It 
will provide 50,000,000 man-days 
of labor, employed whenever pos- 
sible in the neighborhood of their 
own villages.

His bill for a state un- 
masking law failed by 23 votes to 
become law. 

NO OTHERS HELPED 

In a letter to the JWV Atlanta 
Post No. 112, Greer said “the 
Jewish War Veterans was the 
only Jewish organization that 
gave me any help in this fight 
against the Klan.” 

The text of the leiter from 
Greer to Commander Paul Gins- 
berg of Atlanta, the JWV national 
Judge Advocate, was released by 
the national office of the JWV. 

In the letter, Greer pledged to 
Ginsberg that he would introduce 
an unmasking bill in every ses- 
sion of the Legislature until it is 
passed. 

GRASS ROOTS DRIVE 

Rep. Greer said that he had de- 
cided to take direct action after a 
number of fellow-solons walked 
out of the state house on the 
issue because they were afraid of 
local repercussions. 


After conferring with Ginsberg, 
Greer launched a local drive to 
bring the issue before civic and 
church groups and clubs in local 
communities. 

THE JCC FIRST 

At Ginsberg’s suggestion, Greer 
opened his drive before the At- 
lanta Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce which passed a resolution 
asking the city council to unmask 
the hooded riders. 


When the city council did so, 
Greer followed up with a letter 
to every mayor. in Georgia, ask- 
ing similar action. At Ginsberg’s 
initiative, some 30 speaking en- 
gagements were made for the 
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Lanier county representative in

cities took action after hearing 
him.
